In response to applicant's remark regarding the combination of Reiffin and Shi et al. have insufficient motivation or suggestion to 
combined, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to 
produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves 
or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 
1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, Reiffin's invention applies to a personal computer 
(col. 2, line 13) for scheduling and performing tasks. Shi's invention applies to a computing device (i.e. a computing device could be a 
personal computer) to scheduling and performing tasks (abstract, line 1-3). Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of an ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have combined the teaching of Reiffin and Shi for scheduling and performing tasks. 

In response to applicant's remark that Burns fails to teach dynamically updating the set of registered services (col. 2, lines 5-19). Burns 
disclosed that when the background processor peridodically determined whether the the backgrounds tasks registered with task pending 
structure or not, if it is then move the registered background tasks from pending task structure to active task structure (col.
